C. undor a l oad of 2.16 kg, MFR >1 dg/min^ and (iii) fraction 
soluble in xylene at 25 °C (XSRT) >1 %; b) ffem 5% to 25% by we i ght a copo l ymer of an 
ethvlene /a-olefin copolymer and ono or moro dor i vod un i ts of C 4- C20 a l pha - o l of i ns 
having tho fo ll ow i ng foaturos : (i) ethylene content of othy l ono dor i vod un i ts h i gher than 
over 50% by mo l and l owor than but under 92% by mol-^ (ii) intrinsic viscosity ( I V) h i gher 
than over 1 .2 dL/g and l owor than but under 6 dL/g-^ (iii) density ranging from 0.850 to 
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0.890 g/cm\ and (iv) a crysta lli n i ty content, oxprossod as the enthalpy of fusion , l ower 
than- under 62 J/g; c) #em 5% to 25% by we i ght of a propylene/ethylene copolymer ef 
propy l ene and ethy l ene having the follow i ng features : (i) propylene content of propy l ene 
der i ved un i ts h i gher than over 50% by mo l and l ower than but under 92% by molt, (ii) 
intrinsic viscosity ( I V) h i gher than over 2 dL/g and l ower than but under 6 dL/gt, (iii) 
density ranging from 0.850 to 0.890 g/cm\ (iv) the va l ue of the product of reactivity 
ratios r1xr2 l ower than under 2t, and (v) a crysta lli n i ty content, oxprossod as the 
enthalpy of fusion , l ower than under 4 5 J/g; wherein the weight ratio between the 
ethy l ene copo l ymer ( component b) and the sum of components b) and component c) is 
equa l to or h i gher than 0.5 and l oss than or equa l to 0.9.
